RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 24 th May 1970 

No. 3/3/70-PUb. II. —The sudden passing away of Shri Panampilli 
Govinda Menon on 23rd May, 1970 has deprived the country of a 
dedicated patriot, a very able lawyer, a distinguished administrator 
and a fine parliamentarian. 

Born on October 1, 1908, at Chalakudy in Trichur District Shri 
Govinda Menon had his education at Trichur and Triehinopoly and 
entered the legal profession after taking a law degree from Madras, 
He entered public life at an early age, devoted himself to the cause of 
responsible government In Cochin and took special interest in trade 
unionism and labour movement. He participated actively in the free¬ 
dom movement and suffered detention for a considerable period. 

Shri Menon was elected to the Cochin State Legislature in 1935 
and was rc-elected successively in 1938, 1945 and 1948. He joined the 
Government of Cochin initially as Minister of Food and was the Prime 
Minister of that State during the years 1948-47. On the formation of 
Travancore-Cochin State he served that State successively as Minister 
of Education. Minister of Finance, and during the years 1955-58 as 
Chief Minister. 

Shri Menon was a member of the Constituent Assembly of India 
and served on two of its important committees. The understanding 
and insight acquired fay him as a framer of the Constitution was 
reflected in the sagacity of his views as the Union Law Minister. 
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Before his election to the Third Lok Sabha in 1982 he was a mem¬ 
ber of the third Finance Commission. He was the first Chairman of the 
Parliamentary Committee on Public Undertakings constituted in 1964, 
and joined the Union Council of Ministers In January 1963 as Minister 
of Food. In March 1967 he became a member of the Union Cabinet 
as Minister of Law and in November 1968 was given in addition the 
portfolio of Social Welfare. For some months since November 1969 
he held also the office of Minister of Railways. 

Shri Menon represented the Government of India at several inter¬ 
national conferences. He was Government of India’s representative 
at the ILO Conference in Geneva In 1953, was the Leader of the Indian 
Parliamentary delegation at the Inter-Parliamentary Conference at 
Belgrade in 1963, and was the Leader of the Indian delegation at the 
FAO Regional Conference at Seoul in 1966. 

Shri Menon’s legal scholarship found expression in his writings of 
which his Manual of Agricultural Income Tax and his hook on the 
Civil Procedure Code are notable. He also took deep interest in 
promoting the library movement. He was an accomplished speaker 
in English and an eloquent and powerful orator in Malayalam. 

With his high sense of public duty Shri Menon worked without 
rest or respite, and regardless of his state of health continued to 
perform his duties as a Minister right up to the end- His sudden amd 
premature death is a grievous loss to the people and the Government 
of India.
